tablished need. A security consultant on 
the staff can recommend hardware and 
security techniques which may have been 
overlooked. In some cases, the cost of 
installing additional security must be 
weighed against the cost of buying insur- 
ance. The decision is often based on the 
management’s attitude toward risk. 

Many companies come to a broker with 
a preconceived notion of what they want 
in the way of insurance. But the broker’s 
risk assessment may show that the pro- 
gram is financially unrealistic, is above 
the actual level of risk involved, or is un- 
sufficient to the company’s needs. Haacke 


says: “*“From our point of view, we assume 
the big banks know how to protect their 
assets. I doubt that I could tell them any- 
thing. It’s in the smaller companies that 
we tend to be used more in loss preven- 
tion.” 

In their dealings with companies of all 
types, these advisers agree that insurance 
is no replacement for a good security pro- 
gram based in the continuous education of 
all employees. Michael J. McAteer, As- 
sistant Vice President, Marsh & Mc- 
Lennan, concludes, “Insurance should 
never be the first line of defense against 
losses. Security has to be.”
